of  Humanities,  following  a sur- 
vey of  counseling  services. 

Dr.  Romney  found  BYU’s  ser- 
vice still  lacking  in  some  fields, 
but  hopes  to  improve  it  by  add- 
ing more  clinical  work  and  by 
developing  tests  more  closely  re- 
lated to  the  curriculum. 

As  head  of  BYU  counseling, 
Dr.  Romney  spent  the  summer 
visiting  47  liberal  arts  colleges 
and  universities  in'  the  United 
States,  including  public  and  pri- 
vate schools.  He  plans  to  “adopt 
some  of  the  best  ideas  of  other 
counseling  services'  into  our 
own.” 

Study  Clinical  Services 

One  of  America’s  best  exam- 
ples of  coordinated  clinical  ser- 
vices, according  to  Dr.  Romney, 
is  University  of  Florida  at 
Gainesville.  BYU  counselors  are 
now  studying  its  services,  which 
include  clinics  in  psychology, 
educational  adjustment,  hearing 
and  speech,  reading,  and  mar- 
riage problems. 

At  each  of  the  schools  on  his 
route,  Dr.  Romney  studied  admis- 
sion poicies,  registration,  orien- 
tation, group  and  individual  coun- 
seling and  testing,  employment 
services,  and  research  facilities. 

His  study  technique  followed 
a set  pattern.  He  examined  tests 
and  met  deans  of  students  and 
counseling  staffs  of  each  school, 
asking  each  to  describe  the  pro- 
gram. 

Eastern  Schools  Different 

Eastern  schools  use  different 
counseling  methods'  from  schools 
in  the  rest  of  the  country,  Dr. 
Romney  said.  Counselors  are 
called  “head  masters”  or  resi- 
dence counselors,  and  they  live 
with  a small  group  of  students 
after  the  English  fashion. 

Schools  in  other  sections  of  the 
country  have  adopted  a group 
counseling  system  rather  than 
the  personal  attention  and  close 
supervision  of  the  East,  he  said. 

Dr.  Romney  is  now  compiling 
results  of  his  study  into  a re- 
search paper,  and  he  hopes  to 
publish  several  articles  on  his 
findings.

cal  specialist,  Dr.  Milton  H.  Brin- 
ton,  who  recently  joined  the 
Health  Service  staff  to  serve  un- 
til June. 

He  came  to  Provo  jdst  in  time 
to  set  Hank  West’s  broken  leg, 
and  he  will  be  watching  over  the 
football  and  basketball  teams  for 
the  rest  of  the  year  along  with 
Dr.  Ariel  Williams. 

Dr.  Brinton,  as  one  of  the  uni- 
versity physicians,  will  take  care 
of  many  of  the  major  injuries 
treated  by  the  service.  Emergen- 
cy surgery  cases  sent  off  cam- 
pus, however,  will  still  be  distrib- 
uted among  Provo  doctors. 

Plans  Part-time  Teaching 

He  plans  to  do  some  part-time 
teaching,  either  at  BYU  or  in 
Salt  Lake  City.  Before  moving  to 
Provo  he  was  chief  surgical  resi- 
dent at  Chicago  Memorial  hos- 
pital and  medical  instructor  at 
University  of  Illinois. 

While  teaching  surgery,  Dr. 
Brinton  developed  the  hobby  of 
surgical  photography,  and  he 
now  has  a collection  of  more 


than  1,000  pictures,  most  of  them 
in  color. 

Born  in  Victor,  Ida.,  Dr.  Brin- 
ton was  salutatorian  at  Ricks 
College  in  Rexburg.  He  won  a 
scholarship  to  continue  his  study 
at  BYU,  but  forfeited  it  when  he 
was  called  on  a mission  to  Can- 
ada for  the  Latter-day  Saints 
church. 

Studies  in  Canada 

While  in  Canada  he  decided  to 
enter  McGill  University  in  Mont- 
real where  he  received  his  doc- 
tor of  medicine  and  master  of 
surgery  degrees. 

Working  at  BYU  hadn’t  oc- 
curred to  Dr.  Brinton  when  he 
decided  to  come  to  Provo.  He  and 
his  wife  just  decided  it  was  “the 
best  place  in  the  world  to  raise 
a family.”  After  living  in  Chi- 
cago, he  said,  the  freedom  from 
worry  of  atomic  attack  was  a big 
drawing  card. 

According  to  Lynn  Hilton  of 
the  extension  division,  Dr.  Brin- 
ton is  scheduled  to  conduct  a 
course  on  the  Word  of  Wisdom 
in  the  Provo  area.

Units  Aid  Needed  at  State  Hospital 


Brigham  Young  University  social  units  and 
other  student  organizations  now  have  a double 
reason  for  continuing  their  efforts  to  help 
patients  at  the  Utah  State  Hospital.  Parties  and 
activities  already  sponsored  by  units  for  patients 
at  the  hospital  have  been  tremendous  moral 
builders  and  have  received  acclaim  from  hospital 
officials. 

But  somewhat  of  a sad  note  was  injected  into 
relations  when  sections  of  the  Homecoming  par- 
ade were  not  taken  past  the  hospital  as  had  been 
announced.  Hundreds  of  patients  are  still  asking, 
“Why  didn’t  we  have  a parade?”  They  were 
waiting  for  it. 

There  was  simply  a mixup,  probably  un- 
avoidable under  the  circumstances.  It  was  inten- 
tion of  parade  officials  to  complete  the  regular 
parade,  let  judges  take  a second  look  at  floats 
in  the  parking  lot,  then  to  hurry  down  to  the 
hospital  with  selected  floats.  When  time  came 


for  the  last  part  it  was  near  dinner  time,  game 
was  going  to  start  soon,  weather  was  threaten- 
ing. So  the  idea  was  abandoned,  to  disappoint- 
ment of  hundreds  of  patients. 

There  is  no  need  for  recriminations.  What  is 
needed  is  continued  response  from  social  units 
and  other  groups  to  organize  parties  for  the 
patients. 

It  is  our  understanding  that  Brickers  and  O.S. 
Trovata  have  already  given  parties  for  a ward. 
Val  Norn  is  reported  to  be  making  preparations 
for  a party.  Student  Program  Bureau  has  re- 
sponded nicely.  Blue  Key  organized  a committee 
to  study  the  problem  and  co-ordinate  efforts 
to  assure  most  effective  cooperation. 

There  are  more  than  1300  patients  on  25 
wards  at  the  hospital.  Many  are  confined  to 
wards  day  after  day.  One  of  the  greatest  treat- 
ments for  the  mental  ills  is  friendliness.

Politics . . . 

Dear  Editor: 

There  is  a characteristic  Mor- 
mon ambivalence  which  enables 
some  of  us  to  say  one  thing  and 
mean  another.  In  no  field  is  this 
more  aptly  demonstrated  than  in 
politics. 

In  one  breath  we  praise  the 
separation'  of  church  and  state, 
extoll  the  innate  freedom  of  the 
individual,  and  chortle  the  vir- 
tues of  the  democratic  process, 
while  at  the  same  time  we  be- 
lieve in  an  ultimate  theocracy, 
condemn  as  heretics  all  those 
who  in  their  freedom  disagree 
with  us,  and  invoke  the  power 
of  deity  to  bolster  our  own  politi- 
cal conviction. 

We  have  the  advantages  of 
idealism  without  sacrificing  the 
toughness  of  realism.  Some  say 
the  system  is  unbeatable  and  it 
may  be  so! 

However  that  may  turn  out, 
one  would  not  be  surprised  now- 
adays to  hear  that  God  had  af- 
filiated himself  with  one  of  the 
major  political  parties.  Or  pos- 
sibly Latter-day  Saints,  like  ev- 
eryone else,  have  a foible  for 
identifying  their  own  wishes  as 
the  wish  of  God. 

Express  it  as  you  will,  the  po- 
litical speeches  hereabouts  have 
had  the  air  of  sermons  while  the 
political  lullabyes  have  come  to 
sound  more  and  more  like 
hymns.  This  is  not  to  question 
the  integrity  of  those  who  have 
thus  addressed  us,  but  merely  to 
regain  perspective.  The  fact  is, 
of  course,  that  there  are  good 
honest  LDS  men  in  both  parties. 

Without  wishing  to  inject  a 
note  of  dissonance  into  all  the 
psalm  singing  may  I suggest, 
therefore,  that  I highly  resent 
having  representatives  of  the 
branch  presidency  calling  on  me, 
in  that  capacity,  with  political 
propaganda. 

I am  disturbed  that  all  of  the 
political  speakers  at  university 
programs,  with ...  one  exception, 
have  been  one  political  party. 

I am  annoyed  that  the  speaker 
who  did  represent  the  other  par- 
ty was  not  of  our  own  faith,  and 
non-resident,  especially  since  his 
opponents  were  well-known,  local 
churchmen.  I believe  that  this 
has  unconsciously  influenced 
many  students,  and  that  by  being 


so  arranged  these  programs  have 
degenerated  from  an  educational 
function  into  a political  ha- 
rangue. 

Like  Thomas  Jefferson,  I am 
opposed  to  every  form  of  tyran- 
ny over  the  minds  of  men.  I am 
convinced  that  being  a lamb  in 
the  fold  is  quite  different  from 
having  a sheep’s  inclination. 

There  is  no  substitute  for  do- 
ing one’s  own  thinking,  even  in 
a university.

High  school  journalists  from 
Utah  and  Colorado  Saturday  were 
given  a preview  of  courses  and 
activities  open  to  them  at  Brig- 
ham Young  University  as  well  as 
an  outline  of  opportunities  in 
their  chosen  field  at  the  19th  an- 
nual press  conference  held  here.

Attendance  Reaches  450 
Attendance  was  estimated  at 
450,  slightly  lower  than  expected 
but  higher  than  last  year,  ac- 
cording to  Dr.  Smith.  The  412 
delegates  who  registered  repre- 
sented 26  high  schools,  three 
junior  high,  an  academy,  and  two 
junior  colleges,  Carbon  and  Dixie. 

Jordan  High  had  the  largest 
enrollment  with  46  student  dele- 
gates. Grand  Junction,  Colo.,  was 
the  only  out-of-state  school  rep- 
resented. Two  superintendents 
and  38  publications  advisers  reg- 
istered. 

“Talks  by  newspaper  men  were 
especially  helpful  and  were  well 
received  by  the  school  editors,” 
Dr.  Smith  said.  He  considered  the 
exhibits  and  demonstrations  set 
up  in  Smith  building  “unusually 
good.”

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Utah  State  was  good,  but  was  it  45-13  good? 

That  question  was  on  the  minds  ol  Brigham  Young’s  football 
faithful  last  Saturday  afternoon  after  having  witnessed  a good  Aggie 
ball  club  all  but  run  the  Cougars  out  of  IJSAC  stadium— stadium 
heck,  clear  out  of  Cache  County. 


The  Utags,  behind  the  quarterbacking  of  Kent  Harris,  dem- 
onstrated some  deceptive  plays  that  made  a shambles  of  the 
Cougar  defense.  Harris  ran  for  the  Aggies’  fourth  touchdown 
on  one  of  the  most  beautiful  jump-pass  fakes  we’ve  ever  seen, 
going  37  yards  around  end  after  completely  baffling  the  Cougars. 

Utah  State’s  entire  line,  but  particularly  the  left  side,  tore,  in 
the  baffled  Brigham  defense,  holes  that  were  big  enough  to  drive 
trucks  through.  All-conference  candidate  Dave  Kragthorpe,  225- 
pound  left  tackle,  and  Reed  Henderson,  221-pound  guard,  were  the 
bulwarks  in  a line  that  went  through  the  Cougars  like  a school  boy 
goes  through  a cookie  jar.  The  Farmers  rolled  up  340  yards  on  the 
ground. 

We  seriously  doubt,  however,  that  Utah  State  was  as  good  as 
the  score  might  indicate.  BYU,  on  what  blocking  and  tackling  it 
did,  did  a simply  lousy  job  of  it.  A lack  of  football  fundamentals 
seemed,  predominant  in  the  lackadaisical  way  in  which  the 
Cougars  performed. 

But  let’s  face  the  facts.  BYU’s  football  material  is  not  so  bad  as 
to  rate  a last  or  next-to-last  spot  in  the  standings  each  year.  The 
athletic  department,  despite  the  small  number  of  scholarships  the 
university  offers  to  athletes,  has  succeeded  in  bringing  boys  to  BYU 
who  could  and  should  give  the  Blue  and  White  a winning  football 
team.  Boys  like  Marion  Probert,  Hank  West,  Phil  Oyler,  Ron  Bean, 
Lonnie  Badger,  Ivan  Muse,  to  name  just  a very  few,  have  definite 
all-conference  potential,  but  are  presently  going  absolutely  nowhere. 
(You  can’t  go  any  lower  than  last  place.) 

Have  these  really  competent  football  players  had  the  funda- 
mentals of  blocking  and  tackling  drilled  into  them  during,  hard, 
long  horns  on  the  practice  field?  Hove  they  been  warned,  when 
leading  or  when  playing  halfway  decent  ball  at  halftime,  that 
there  are  TWO  halves  to  a football  game?  Were  they  allowed  to 
slough  off  during  practice  after  their  only  win  of  the  season 
week  before  last? 

All  three  of  these  questions  were  answered  at  Logan'  last  Satur- 
day. The  finger  of  guilt  points  to  the  coaching  staff.

BYU,  in  its  last  three  games,  has  a tough  row  to  hoe — Denver 
Wyoming,  and  Idaho.  We  wonder  what  fate  has  in  store  for  our 
team  and  our,  uh,  coaching  staff.  Anyway,  we’re  taking  an  adding 
machine  with  us  to  Denver  just  in  case  the  roof  falls  in  again.

Utah  Aggie  Gridders 
Exterminate  Cougars 


Run  Wild;

LOGAN— The  Aggies  of  Utah  State  Saturday  ran  past  the  Brigham  Young  Cougars  45-13,  before 
11,220  extremely  happy  Homecoming  fans  here.  The  Farmers  took  an  early  command  and  completely 
caught  the  Y eleven  off  guard. 

The  Aggies  drew  first  blood  after  Don  James  fumbled  on  his  own  17,  and  Carl  Ebert  recovered  for 
USAC.  Scotty  Jeffs,  speedy  scatback,  who  found  plenty  of  room  to  run  all  afternoon,  then  scored  on 
the  first  play,  going  through  left  guard  to  send  his  teammates  ahead,  6-0.  Harris’  placement  was  no 
good  but  the  Aggies  were  off  and  running. 

The  Cougars  came  fighting  back  and,  on  eleven  plays,  marched 
80  yards  to  pay  dirt.  Halfback  Phil  Oyler  weaved  33  yards  through 
the  entire  Aggie  team  to  the  4.  Fullback  Don  James  failed  twice,  then 
Oyler  scored  the  equalizer.  Gomm’s  kick  was  blocked  by  AC  end 
Jay  Herrin  and  the  first  period  ended  in  a 6-6  tie. 

Push  Ahead 

Utah  State  broke  the  game  wide  open  in  the  second  quarter  when 
fullback  Tom  Lorenat  recovered  Oyler's  fumble  on  the  Cougar  40. 

Halfback  John  Karnick,  running  

wide,  sent  a left-handed  pass 
which  end  Charlie  Hatch  took 
magnificently  over  his  shoulder 
to  score  the  second  Ag  TD.  Six 
minutes  remained  in  the  first 
half.  Again  Harris  failed  on  the 
extra  point  as  Oyler  partialy 
blocked  it. 

The  Aggies,  inspired  by  quar- 
terback Kent  Harris,  moved  a- 
head  with  one  minute  and  10 
seconds  left  in  the  first  half. 

Hatch  partially  blocked  Dick 
Felt’s  punt  and  the  ball  rolled  out 
of  bounds  on  the  Y 40.  Harris 
lost  six  yards,  failed  on  a cross- 
buck, then  hit  Hatch  on  the  BYU 
19.  He  then  shifted  his  backfield 
into  a single  wing  and  spotted 
Trontel  on  the  Cougar  1.  He  scor- 
ed himself  on  a quarterback 
sneak,  one  play  later.  His  place- 
ment was,  for  the  third  time,  no 
good. 

Y Buns  Short  of  Time 

In  the  last  ’three  games  the 
Cougars  have  begun  a TD  drive 
just  before  the  second  period 
ends,  only  to  fall  short  of  scoring 
by  one  play.  Saturday  the  Cats 
took  the  ball  on  the  Aggie  47 
with  one  minute  to  go  in  the 
first  half  and  moved  40  yards  be- 
fore time  ran  out  leaving  them 
only  seven  yards  from  pay  dirt. 

Tackle  Lon  Badger  took  the 
kickoff  and  returned  to  the  Ag 
47.  Ron  Bean  passed  to  Phil  Oyler 
who  was  stopped  on  the  20,  Dick 
Felt  moved  to  the  Aggie  10. 

Bean’s  pass  to  Oyler  in  the  end 
zone  was  incomplete.  With  time 
for  one  more  play,  Bean  pitched 
out  to  Felt  who  attempted  to 
pass.  He  found  no  one  to  throw 
to,  and  got  smeared  on  the  7. 

Cougars  Made  It  18-13 

BYU  closed  the  gap  for  the  last 
time  in  the  third  period  when  a 
break  fell  their  way.  Dick  Felt 
punted  high  from  his  41  and  Kor- 
nick  fumbled  on  the  Ag’s  25.  Pro- 
bert  dived  on  the  ball  on  the  28. 

Felt  plowed  to  the  22,  Stolworthy 
carried  for  a first  down  on  the  17. 

James  found  a hole  good  for  5 
yards  and  a play  later  went  to 
the  5 for  another  first  down.  Felt 
slid  off  ‘ tackle  to  score.  Ken 
Gomm’s  extra  point  was  good, 
making  the  score  18-13.  It  looked 
like  the  Cougars  were  back  in  the 
ball  game. 

At  this  point  there  were  a num- 
ber of  changes  in  the  Y lineup. 

Harris  marred  the  Cougar  glee 
when  he  faked  a pass  and  sped 
around  his  right  end  33  yards  for 
a fourth  State  touchdown.
